Korean troops have invaded. I 
heard it on the radio a while 
ago.”’ 
I asked my friend to drive me 
three miles to the nearest tele- 


phone. I got through and asked | 


the olfice about it. They still 
didn’t know much. Reports were 
meager. But the day was ruined 
and a sense of foreboding sat 
heavily on us. I left for the of- 
fice. 

That’s how I learned of the be- 
ginning of the Korean War which 
is two years old today, and be- 
ginning a third. 


14 Hours 


Korea, which is 14 hours ahead 
of the Eastern time zone, was in- 
vaded at 5 a. m. on June 25. We 
Jearned it the night before the 
Russian-trained, equipped and led 
North Korean troops struck at 
six main points along a 200-mile 
front in what was a well-planned 
and executed general invasion. 
There were additional occupations 
along the East coast. 

On June 30 the President order- 
ed ground troops sent from Japan 
io Korea. The Congress and a 
great surge of popular expression 
supported the President at the 
time. Since, of course, many have 
carefully forgotten this fact. 

This is too bad, because we 
know, and those who don’t should, 
that Korea was but the start of a 
Russian move to engulf Asia. Had 
she not been met, the wave of ag-

It was’ the thing to do—though 
the taste of it is bitter in our 
mouths and the chained frustra- 
tion of its apparent endlessness is 
like a vulture eating at our liver. 
It is a war which “‘‘isn’t going any- 
where.’’ That’s true, as far as 
present eyes can see.

Blessing

500 Planes 
Hurled at Foe 
By 3 Services

TOKYO, June 24—More than 500 
warplanes, flying from Korean 
bases and from the decks of four 
Navy carriers, yesterday smashed 
five of North Korea’s largest hy- 
droelectric power plants, immune 
from attack during two years of 
warfare and main source of energy 
for the Manchurian industrial com- 
plex near Mukden. An official Navy 
release this morning said the as- 
Sault was the largest single aerial 
combat operation since the end of 
World War II and, despite heavy 
anti-aircraft fire over some tar- 
gets, proved 90 per cent effective. 

The main attack was made 
against the Suiho power installa- 
tion on the Yalu River and within 
1,000 yards of Chinese territory 
across the stream. The plant, one 
of the largest in the world, with a 
3,00Q-foot dam backing up _ the 
Yalu’s waters with a capacity of 
600,000 kilowatts, was left in 
smoking ruins. 

The raid was considered a crip- 
pling blow to Red Chinese industry 
in Manchuria.

If it accomplishes that pur- 
pose through demonstrating the free 
world’s will and ability to resist armed 
Communist aggression, our. sacrifices 
will have been justified. 

Only one real issue still faces the 
truce negotiators and the United Na- 
tions are agreed that this will not be 
compromised. 

Forced repatriation of prisoners of 
war cannot be agreed to, for in so doing 
the high principles for which our sac- 
rifices have been made would mean 
nothing. 

The Reds continue to insist upon 
compulsory repatriation because of the 
loss of face and the propaganda weapon 
the anti-Communist prisoners give the 
UN by their refusal to be returned to 
Red control. 


Perhaps a few more blows such as 
the Monday attack by 500 United States 
aircraft may help to convince the Com- 
munists of the futility of continuing their 
ill-fated venture into South Korea.

Uniform Traffic Code

Can Kefauver 


Make the Grade? 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Estes Kefauver has 
the impressive record of winning 14 out of 
16 Democratic presidential primaries. In 

terms of pledged con- 
vention delegates, he is 
the leading contender for 
the Democratic nomina- 
tion. 

Added to this is the 
fact that he is way out 
front in popularity in the 
Gallup poll reports. He 
is far ahead in straight 
popularity. And when 
pitted against potential 
Republican _ presidential 

nominees, he makes the best showing of all 
the Democrats. The polls further show Ke- 
fauver running ahead of all Republicans 
and Democrats with the exception of Gen- 
eral Eisenhower, And he has been making 
sizable gains on General Eisenhower. 


But the party professionals are saying 
that Estes Kefauver hasn't any chance ‘of 
getting the Democratic nomination because 
they don’t want him. The question then be- 
comes one of whether Kefauver can mar- 
shal and make articulate enough public 
support—grass-roots support—to overwhelm 
the party organization? 

Marshalling grass-roots support to a 
great degree depends upon the appeal that 
a candidate can make to various segments 
of the electorate. One important segment is 
the Negro vote. It is courted by both polit- 
ical parties, but it is a controversial issue 
within the Democratic party. And that con- 
troversy is dramatized and greatly tied up 
in the so-called FEPC. 


Naturally, the vote-conscious candidate 
seeks a position on the FEPC that would 
win aS many voters to his side as possible. 
Basically, there are three positions that 
might be taken on the FEPC—complete and 
vigorous opposition; complete and vigorous 
support of a compulsory FEPC; or a mid- 
dle-of-the-road stand advocating a voluntary 
FEPC. 

It is significant to note that Senator Ke- 
fauver has taken a middle-of-the-road posi- 
tion and supported the proposal of a volun- 
tary FEPC. And it is of even greater sig- 
nificance to note that the only two defeats 
he has suffered.in. state primaries have 
come in elections where the FEPC was an 
important issue, 

Senator Kefauver’s first defeat was in 
Florida, at the hands of Georgia’s Sen. 
Richard Russell. The position of the South 
in opposition to the FEPC is well known, 
and observers feel that this had a ‘great 
deal to do with Senator Russell's victory. 

Second defeat for Kefauver came in the 
District of Columbia at the hands of Mutual 
Security Administrator Averell Harriman. 
Mr. Harriman is from New York. He is a 
Northern Democrat and an all-out supporter 
of compulsory FEPC. He won heavily in 
areas where Negro voters predominate in 
the District of Columbia. 


These two defeats of Senator Kefauver 
in 16 primaries underscored the division in 
the Democratic’ party between the Northern 
Democrats and the Southern Democrats— 
and the pitfall of any middle-of-the-road 
candidate who tries to take a position be- 
tween extreme _ views on controversial 
issues.

Capital Primary 
Only a Farce? 


WASHINGTON—After getting away to 
such a good start in New Hampshire, Sen- 
ator Fistes Kefauver ended up his campaign 
for the Democratic presidential nomination 
on something of a sour note, considering the 
showing he made in the District of Columbia 
primary. He was badly beaten by Averell 
Harriman, Mutual Security administrator, 
who overwhelmed the Tennessee Senator by 
a ratio of about 4 to 1. 

On the basis of the returns, this would 
seem to be a severe blow to the Kefauver 

=a candidacy. It can be ar- 
gued that the results tend 
to deflate his reputation 
as a vote getter, gained 
through numerous other 
primary contests, since he 
was defeated by a man 
who never before had 
gone before the _ polls. 
Out of 15 earlier primary 
battles, he had suffered 
only one setback prior to 
the District of Columbia 
balloting. That was in Florida, where Sen. 
Richard B. Russell of Georgia came out 
ahead by a margin of some 80,000 votes. 

Fven in Florida, however, Kefauver was 
credited with making a commendable show- 
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ing by polling more than 44 per cent of the | 


total vote. Now, in the final primary con- 
test of the preconvention campaign, he has 
been beaten far more badly by a man who 
generally has been regarded as one of the 
weakest candidates in the field from the 
standpoint of popular appeal. 

On the surface, this looks a bit bad for 
the man in the coon skin cap. It might be 
taken to mean that his campaign is slipping 
in the home stretch. But any thoughtful con- 
sideration of the votes actually cast can only 
lead to the conclusion that the primary was 
meaningless, except for the six delegates 
involved. 

The irony of it was that the District of 
Columbia, embracing the nation’s capital, 
cast only about 18,000 votes in the primary 
out of a total population of over 800,000 peo- 
ple. That is only a little better than 2 per 
cent — a sorry performance under any 
standards. 

As a matter of fact, the figures could be 
made to look even worse than this for Wash- 
ington has a metropolitan area, splashing 
over into Virginia and Maryland, with a 
population of 1,300,000: Very loose rules 
were applied to the primary whieh permitted 
most anyone living or working in the city 
to vote, regardless of his place of legal 
residence, 

To. say that the voice of 18,000 voters is 
expressive of the will of a million people is 
absurd, of course. The truth of it is that 
the people of Washington took nq interest— 
and little part—in the primary, leaving it to 
a few professional organizers to take over.

Texas Affair Called Attempted Fraud

Houston, Texas—Much has been written 
on the proceedings at the recent Texas Re- 
publican convention and much remains to he 
said between now and the time the Repub- 
lican convention is held in.Chicago. 


The facts are that there was a grass 
roots Republican movement in Texas this 
year which was set to make history. The 
movement was made up of long-time Demo- 
crats who were completely disgusted. with

However, Mr. Henry Zweifel and his pow- 
erful clique were determined not to yield to 
the majority will, preponderant though it 
was, and when the state convention was 
held the very flimsy excuse was advanced 
that the county conventions which sént Ei- 
senhower delegates were dominated by Dem- 
ocrats. 

This bold piece of fraud was perpetrated 
in spite of the fact that one week before the 
primaries were held, Mr. Zweifel himself 
invited all Democrats who would like to be- 
come Republicans to attend precinct meet- 
ings and in spite of the fact that a great 
number of leaders in the Taft group, includ- 
ing some of the proposed Taft delegates to 
the Chicago convention, have been promi- 
nent Democrats until this year. 

In the final analysis the committee sim- 
ply ruled that anyone who supported Eisen- 
hower was a Democrat and anyone who 
supported Taft was a Republican, prepos- 
terous though this reasoning may seem. 

The irony of these machinations in Texas 
is that if this attempted fraud is allowed to 
stand, Senator Taft, who proposes to con- 
sider the party above all, will not only have 
ruined the Republican chances of winning 
ineTexas this fall, but will have dealt the 
party in the state a blow from which it will 
take 20 years to recover.

Bergson—‘'I can state categori- 
cally that no one associated with 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee ever talked to me about this 
matter. Nor, indeed, anyone from 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee.’’ Bergson said Branham had 
told him of the ‘‘rumor.”’ 

Branham—lIn early 1949, he was 
trying to break up joint advertis- 
ing by three Washington liquor 
firms. Bergson called him into his 
office and told him, ‘‘I understand 
you want to fill up the district 
jail.” Bergson told him to ‘‘take 
it easy with the liquor people.” 
Branham did not know whetner 
this referred to the ‘‘big four, the 
Big Six, local dealers.or what.’’ 

Bergson—Branham threatened to 
{mprison officials of small cetail 
liquor establishments in the «api- 
tal because of their ‘‘co-operative 
advertising.’’ He ‘‘mentally hovse- 
whipped” the businessmen and “'I 
should have discharged him at that 
time.”’ 

Branham—He asked Bergson to 
take him off the (Washington) 
liquor case and Bergson refused.
